lumbus (O.) district to the Thirty-fifth Congress, 


whith was in session just preceding the inaugu- 
ration of Abraham Lincoln as President.

Mr. Delight was born in the Isiand of Ma- 
diera of Spanish parents in 1829 and would 
have reached his 60th birthday Nov. 15.

He ran away from home at 12 
years of age and landed im this 
country when 15. After following 
the life of a sailor for a few years he drifted 
west in 1857 and came to Chicago in 1859. 
Adopting the barber’s trade he soon began 
to get on in the world, and has had some of 
the finest barbershops in the city. During 
the early years of his residence here he was 
noted for his recklessness in gambling, 
and as a poker player was renowned 
both in Chicago and the west. There was 
no game with stakes too high for him, ana 
be lost and won large sums of money at his 
favorite pastime with equal nonchalance. 

In 1875 he experienced a change of heart by 
accidentally attending a temperance meet- 
ing. and he became an earnest: worker in the 
missions of the city. He joimed the First 
Congregational church, and speedily be- 
came a power for good in the tem- 
perance work of the church. He 
was a leader and organized missions of his 
own—notably, the Thursday evening meet-

RECOVERED DAMAGES FROM A PRIEST. 


Dr. Morasse of Seuthbridgee, Mass., Wins 
His Case Against Father Brocha. 

Boston, Mass., Sept. 9.—([Special. |—Dr. 
Louis O. Morasse, a Southbridge pbysician, 
obtained a vérdict of $1,720 today against the 
Rt. Kev. Mgr. Eiy Brochu of the same town 
on the charge that the latter had wrecked 
his business. The case is rather unique. Dr. 
Morasse was a member of the Catholic 
church and was divorced from his wife. He 
continued to attend services at the Catholic 
church and later was married to another 
woman, his wife being at the time divorced 
and living. He was some time after that 
excommunicated from the church because 
the marriage ceremony was performed by a

Father Brochu calied the attention of his 
people to the doctor thus, after the matter 
came to him: I have heard with pain that 
a scandal has taken place during my absence.

“BREAKING OF AN IMMENSE STONE DAM, — 


Kackauna, Wis., Sept. 9.—[Special.|—tle 
village of Florence, a small place one miles 
above here, was shaken Saturday by what ia 
believed to have been an earthquasce, A 
booming, rumbling sound that seemed to is- 


sue from the earth was heard and people in 2 


the vicinity were horror stricken, believing 
that something terrible was about to happen. 


The disturbance of the earth’s interior its 


seemed to nave been directly under the spot 
where stands the immense pulp and paper 

mill ef the Van Nortwick-Rogers company, 

and great damage was done to the structure. 
This mill was but recently completed and 1s 
built entirely of stone, and the immensity of 
the same can readily be guessed from the 
fact that it is the largest paper and pulp mill 
in the United States. In order to get power 
to run the great mill the waters of the Fox 
river were dammed, a stone wail about 
fourteen feet in thickness forming the dam. 

Immediately following the quake a crack 
three inches wide appeared in this wall, al- 
lowing the water to escape through it, and 
in order to save the walls the immense vol- 
ume of water was let off through tue sluice 
gate built for emergencies of this kind, 
After the employés of the mill had sufficient- 
ly recovered from their fright an examina 
tion of the damage to the mill was made. 
This will reach far into the thousands. 

The north and east walls of the mill are 
cracked in many places and have separated 
from the floor and roof several inches. All 
of the machinery in the north end will have 


to be set over, as it is all out ot place,many 
‘shafts being bent. 1 


The rock upon which the miltis built was 
raised several inches during the disturbance 
in the earth, as can be seen by the founda: 
tion. Steel bars six inches in diameter used 
for supports under the mill floor, and which 
rest on the rock, are bent from their perpén-

Schuettler 
went to the place immediately and examined 
the biloodstains, and satisfied himself that 
the murder had been committed there.

The court—I want to say a word to gentiemcn 
on both sides in reference to this line of chal- 
lenge. As I understand the law, and I think 1 
have taken it from a high stand and from rules 
of practice well approved, in the early impanel- 
ing of a jury in a case which has been much dis- 
cussed and much published in the newspapers, 
as this has, and concerning which the sheriff's 
summoning officers have gone to nearly all paris 
of the county and summoned nearly all classes 
and conditions of society, if it becomes apparent 
that an ideal ora perfect jury cannot be secured— 
that is, u jury which has not formed any impres- 
sions upon the matter—then the court must take 
the next beng oy it can get. So, while great 
liberality w ba rmitted, such as this 
court has permit n this case in the 
early impanelmg of a jury, necessarily, 
as the court becomes convinced that it can 
not be 80 liberal, that if it were to continue the 
course no jury could be impaneled, that liberali- 
ty must be limited. whatever might be the 
ordinary rules of iaw which govern the impanel- 
ing of a jury in an ordinary case, they must bend 
to the exigencies of the ease of more public con- 
ern. otherwise the result would necessarily fol- 
low that in certain cases no jury could ever be 
impaneled. Now I mean to say by that that 
where 1 find those opinions are simply 
founded upon newspaper reading, and men come 
here on whose intelligence and character the 


court is obliged to come to the conclusion that 


from what they say they can fairly and impar- 
tially try tne case on the law and evidence, I 
shall not be so liberal as I have been, we having 
already consumed nine days in endeavoring to 
1 6 @ jury. 

r. Forrest—I understand the constitution of 
the state accords to these men a fair ana impar- 
tial jury. 

The court—Yes, and the court proposes to see 
they ger it. 

Mr. Forrest—By that is meant a juror who is 
not affected by any opinion previously formed in 
consequence of what he has heard or read, or 
who has not come to @ conclusion.

You may not have h jury imvaneled on the 
strict construction of the law; it may be im- 

aneled on a more liberal interpretation of the 

aw; in other words, the jurors may have 
opinions which they have not expressed, and 
which are lightly held, and still be good jurors. 
It has deen a rule of law that where a 
holds a strong opirion, which he 
has expressed—and prior to that law it was the 
rule that even if he had an opinion—he was dis- 
quahfied, and he has been up to this time dis- 
qualified if he holds a firm opinion and has ex- 

ressed it. That hag been modified where he 
olds the opinion which he has formed simply 
on reading newspaper accounts, and concerning 
which he has expressed no opinion as to the 
truth or faisity of the account. After all, a man 
may be a fair and impartial juror and yet have 
expressed an opinion. 

r. Forrest (to the juror)—Have you expressed 

an opinion as to the truth or falsity of the article 
you have read? A.-—TI have. 
The court—That disqualifies him, under the 
statute, and I will excuse him. I want tosay 
that I have written out practically what I have 
said to you. and intended to say it at au earlier 
stage of this case, because I thought and feared 
you were excusing men who would have given 
you a fair and 8 trial. 

Mr. Forrest—I hope your honor does not mean 
those remarks to apply solely to the defense.

The Colorado Exhibit at the Exposition 
and Some of the Lessons It Teaches— 
Agricuitural Products That Rival the 
Best Results of the Mississippi Valley 
Farming—Her Untold Mineral Wealth— 
Samples from Some of the Rich Mines— 
A Valuable Ubject Lesson. 


OLORADO long ago 
established her right 
to the position in the 
sisterhood of states as 
the strong box of the 
union. Let the na- 
tion want what it 
would of gold and 
silver Colorado stood 
more than ready to 
honor the draft. She 
was par excellence 
the mineral state. 
One has grown 80 
used to hearing magic 
tales of her gold and silver, ber coal and iron, 
that nothing which might be told of her min- 

eral wealth would now astonish. But no one 

had supposed that outof the soil which has 
been turned by the muners’ shovels and 
harrowed with miners’ picks there might 
come crops of grain which would almost 
shame the farmers of the Mississippi valley. 

Colorado an agricultural state, indeed! She 

might bring us to believe anything sooner 
than that. | 

When nuggets of gold were as common in 
the sands of her streams as flowers were on 
the banks, while the marvelous secrets of 
the carbonate camps of Leadville were just 
beginning to be told, then there Was no time 
to raise coro, and wheat, and grasses. Now 
that tne production of gold and silver has 
settled down toa business with few more 
fiuctuations than mining coal or quarrying 
stone the people have found time to learn 
something more of their state. All the 
sluices into which the mountain streams are 
turned are not now hurrying the water down 
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to wash the, bits of gold from the placer | 


sand. Their burden of water 1s being poured 
over brown fields with a result as magical as 
it ever produced from the miners’ rocks. 


THE COLORADO EXHIBIT. 


When Colorado herself began to know 
what she could produce she wanted the coun- 
try to know it. A year ago a bureau of im- 
migration and statistics was created. This 
bureau has collected the products of the 
state together und is making a display at our 
stands near the 
head of interesting exhibits. Its especial in- 
terest is in its unexpectedness. That there 
should be a wonderfully fine display of 
quartz, minerals, and stones would be 
known without saying. But that there 
should also be a remarkable exhibition of 
the products of agriculture is a surprise. 

The excellence of the agricultural of 
the exhibitis not nearly relative. It isn’t 
alone remarkabie becauseit is from Colo- 
rado. But it is intrinsically so fine that itis 
doudtful if Illinois he could equal it 
at every int. What greater praise 
could be ven! At the north end 
of the exhibit is a column 


of grasses. There are the bunch grass and 


the curling gramma of the unwatered plains, 
and there is timothy four feet wey, wad 
shows what.the same grouna will do with 
water. There is alfaifa of the rankest 
growth, and a Colorado field yields three 
such crops a year. | 

Next to the grasses are the grains. Here 
are shown 125 distinct varieties. There are 
thirty-three varieties of wheat, and any one 
of them would make even a Dakotan pause. 
There are heads of oats which would do to 
gariand Ceres herself. Then there are rye, 
barley, buckwheat, corn, flax, beans, peas—a 
splendid array of all the grains the fields 
produce. There is tobacco standing four 
feet high with its shoes off and stocks of 
corn four times four. 

THE FLORA OF THE STATE. 

On the wails back of this display is an ex- 
hibit by the state university of the flora of 
the state, This is notably complete and par- 
ticularly well displayed. There are 384 
varieties of flowers and plants so carefully 
mounted that their beauty alone, aside from 
their scientific value, would make them in- 
teresting. 

In the center of the exhibitis a display of 
articles manufactured in the state trom 
native raw material. The most important 
of these is the manufactured iron and steel. 
Here are street railroad rails of ail sizes, 
spixes and nails, bolts, plates, ba and 
ingots: Building brick and fire brick are 
other important articles. The clay for fire 
brick is claimed to be unrivaled. In glass 
manufacturing all kinds of commercial bot- 
tles are to be seen. Petroleum is shown in 
all stages from the crude oil to the finest re- 
fined product. Mineral paints are shown in 
a variety of colors that would have delightea 
the heart of Silas Lapham. 

And then there is coal. Colorado has 
more coal than ali the rest of the union com- 
bined ”’ is the startling claim which is made 
for that product. There are anthracite, bi- 
tuminous, and coking coal. There are 
mountains on mountains of each kind, and in 
guality it is claimed that each has no supe- 
rior of its kind. Certainly so far as one can 
see from the samples exhibited Colorado wiil 
play an important part in supplying the 
great west with fuel. 

The display of granites and marbles shows 
all the range from pure white marble through 
the varying shades of the mottled granites 
up to the stones that are so fine that. they 
are called agates. The variety of coloring in 
the building stone excels anything one would 
imagine. Itis this richness of material in 
the hands of the architects which 1s giving 
tothe cities of Colorado and especially to 
Denver a beauty which willin time be hard 
to equal. 

About one-third of the exhibit is of the 
minerals of the state. It is not a picked dis- 
play. There are no cases of fancy speci- 
mens. Instead of that the state has rather 
undertaken to show the mineral as it is be- 
ing taken from the mines.every day. There 
is ore from 500 mines, It is the ore taken at 
random from the dumps and shows exactly

BEGINNING THE WORK. 

De®TROIT, Mich., Sept. 9.—Not a word can be 
obtained from the officers of either the Armour 
or the Marion regarding the cause of their col- 
lision. Itis, however, known that the Marion 
struck the Armour fairly head on, and probably 
at full speed, as the big boat went to the bottom 
in less than three minutes after being struck. 
She lies in nearly seventy feet of water, the 
deepest spot to be found in that vicinity. 
Capt. McLeod for the underwriters 
went to the flats today with the 
wrecking tug Saginaw with the intention 
of pumping out some of the Armour’s corn to 
—— her bursting. Nothing, however, was 
accomplished, and the Saginaw returned here 
tonight. The owners of the Armour will arrive 
here tomorrow morning, when it will be decided 
what measure to adopt to raise the boat. The 
Marion was released this evening from her berth 
on top of the Armour and has reached Port 
Huron. Her owners are expected there tomor- 
row. Her damages are stated to be compara- 
tively slight.

Armour is under forty-five feet of water and a 
mile below Southeast Bend.

Kansas Crty, Mo., Sept. 9.— The “dressed 
beef senatorial investigation committee be- 
gan its session here this morning in the par- 
lors of the Midland hqtel, with Chairman 
Vest and Senators Piumb and Coke present.

ernor of Kansas, and Charies Durst of Atch-

Ex-Gov. Glick said he had been in the cat- 
tle raising business for thirty years, during 
which the price of cattle had depreciated 
80 or 40 per cent. The cause, he said, 
was the establishment in Kansas City of a 
great packing interest, which had developed 
first a great competition among sellers of 
cattle, and afterward a combination among 
packers which was so powertul that its mem- 
bers could buy cattle at their own prices. 

“IT have shipped cattle to Kansas City,” he 
said, and have placed them on the market 
at market prices.

Before that oprdinence went into effect the 
packer could buy his cattle in Atchison, ship 
them to Kansas City, work them into dressed 
beef, reship the product to Atchison and sell 
it cheaper than the local butchers could sell 
their dressed beef slaughtered at home. 

Stockmen took much interestin the testi- 
mony concerning the “Big Four.” Senator 


closely in regard to their experience in sell- 
ing cattle in the Chicago market. 

Jobn J. J. Roe, a stock feeder of Saline 
county, Missouri, testified that the prices of 
cattle had depreciated fully $3 or $4 per ot 
within four or five years. due to a lack of 
competition in Chicago. 

„% What is the reason of the lack of compe- 
tition there?’ asked Senator Vest. 

„IJ believe itis due to a combination be- 
tween a select few of the packers who de- 
termine the vrice to be paid for cattle. It is 
not us it used to be, Before this combination 
was formed the competition was nice and 
healthy. I took a train load of cattle to Chi- 
cago this summer. I put them on the market 
carly in the morning. I gotone bid. It was 
too low. I would not sen at that figure. I 
Waited all day. I got no more bids and was 
forced to sell in the evening at a price lower 
by 15 cents per hundred weight than I had 
been offered in the morning.”’ 

Michael Lynch of Saline county, who had 
been in tne stockfeeding business tor seven- 
teen years, testified that this year he nad not 
sold his cattle at a sufficient advance over 
the purchage price to pay for the corn he had 
fed them. ‘He attributed the depreciation in 
prices to the combinatiog of tne packers. In 
relating hig experience on the Uhicago mar- 
ket he said: two men came to him at the same 
time and made bids exactly alike. He was 
told they were agents of the “ Big Four.“ 
No bidders could be found and he had to sell 
the cattle to the two men or ship them home 
again. 

James Banks was in the custom of selling 
his cattle on the Chicago market. He could 
find no competition there. 

Who controls the price of cattle there!“ 
asked Senator Vest: 

“The Hig Four “ was the reply. That 
is what my commisslon man told me in confi- 
dence.” — 

„Wo is he?” 

“I do not dare give his name,”

“The Chicago packers would boycott him 
and ruin His business.“ 

James Loper sold cattle in the Chicago 
market three weeks ago. He had found no 
competitign there. e put one half of his

He had two bids in the morning, both at the 
same hgates. He sold tne lower grades, but 
held the better cattle for a higher bid. He 
did not get it and was forced to sell in the 
afternoon at a price much lower than that 
which he had received for the poor cattle to 
one of the original bidders. 

J. Richard Thomas of Saline county said 
of late years he had never been offered but 
one priceſin Chicago for his cattle unless the 
offer was considerably lower than the first. 
His commission man told him it was because 
four packers controlled the price. There 
were a good many buyers on the Kansas 
City market, he continued, but they were 
afraid almost of their lives. They had been 
threatened by the big concerns, and were 
practicaljy controlled by them. The Chica- 
go packers, he said, had asked the Kansas 
City men to sign a petition to have scalpers 
excluded from the stockyards, and most of 
them signed because they feared if they did 
not they would lose their business.

The reporter ventured an opinion that the 
movement would be bitterly opposed, for so 
much had been said and written against mo- 
nopolies that the monopolists were ready to 
beat down and discourage a handful of wom- 
en who were working to destroy their in- 
terests. 

Dr. Kimball replied that they would not 
long be but a handful of women, for, quoting 
from one of the priucipletf of the club. Na- 
tional codperation must take the place of in- 
dividual competition.“ When it has come 
to tha? pass,“ continued Dr. Kimball, that 
the necessities of life and its comforts—coal, 
sugar, flour, etc.—are controlled by two or 
three men who meet together and fix the 
price on such articles so that their pock- 
ets. shall be lined with goid, while our chil- 
dren ana those of our neighbors are crying 
with cold and hunger, simply because of the 
exorbitant price set by the monopolists, I say 
it is time we raised up in rebellion and eu- 
listed the codperation of the American 
ple in our behalf. Why,’’ said Dr. Kimball, 
* are we not each entitled to an equal amount 
of fresh air? Not chat we could have that if 
there was any possible way of bottling itand 
thus securing another monopoly. Aud so are 

| we not entitied to an equal amount of clothes 
and food? We are, and intend to fight until 
we get them.“ : 

“Would it not be well to enlist the aid of 
the ministers of the gospel in your work?” 

„O, we have done so and have received 
letters of hearty coédperation and fuli of en- 
couragement from many. One, however, we 
kindly requested to notice our meeting from 
his pulpit, but our request was refused, the 
reverend gentieman stating as his resson 
that he was an admirer of Bellamy, but not 
a convert.” 

“Would not an indorsement of your work 
materially assist him in his!“ asked the re- 
porter, 

“You speak truly.“ answered Dr. Kim- 
ball, “for does not that minister know and 
see that a national codperation to equalize 
the social, political, and industrial rigots ot 
the people will have a strong tendency to rid 
the world of much crime and to save many 
souls from destruction? Will not the little 
child covet the food and clothing that shouid 
be hers, and does not covetousness lead to 
theft?
